Former Big Leaguer Stricken With

A WOMEN’S WAGE LAW. 

The decision of the District of Co- 
lumbia Court of Appeals that the min- 
imum wage law for the District is in- 
valid seems, to rest, 50 far as can be 
gathered from the published extracts 
from Justice VAN ORsDELL’s opinion, 
on general and -somewhat curious 
grounds. Lews are for the protection 
of all, not the protection of any special 
class. Yet every statute book contains 
acts for the protection of spécial 
classes. Congress gives special ex- 
emptions or privileges to farmers and 
organized labor.’ The court argues 
that since womien are politically equal 
with men they must be treated, in 
effect, as physically and economically 
equal. The readiest answer to that is 
that they are not so treated; that 
laws in regard to their hours and 
terms of labor and so on have been 
passed by the, Legislatures of many 
States and countries. As to the con- 
stitutional reservation of human rights 
“to the whole people and not to any 
favored class,’’ a series of acts for 
the protection of minors, factory 
workers, railway workers and ‘so on 
testifies that what can’t be done is 


‘habitually done; and modern legisla- 


tion irresistibly tends toward the be- 
stowal of ‘* special " legal protection, 
There Has been plenty of argument 
against the economic soundness of 
minimum wage laws, but how does 


‘that affect the power of Congress to 


pass & minimum wage law for the 
supposed benefit of the working wo- 
men of. the District of Columbia? 
There is no’ question of invading the 
police power of a State, The District 
is the creation of Congress; it is gov- 
erned in @ special manner;- there, ‘if 
anywhere, the Federal police power 
must be extensive. Has it not the 
power to pass a minimum wage law? 
Ah, but that is a limitation. of the 
freedom of private contract, the court 
tells us, and nobody knows how far 
that limitation may ‘be stretched.

yorTEeR of the Harvard Law Sehool at 
the reargument was not merely legal, 
but économic and statistical. That is, 
the evils arising from low wages and 
the benefits received by the public as 
well as employers and employés from 
the large existing body of minimum- 
wage legislation were set forth as a 
means of showing that the Oregon law 
Was a proper exercise of police power, 
serving a public end and being a rea- 
sonable manner of promoting that end. 
If that is the case, it was argued, the 
statute was within the due process of 
law required by the Fourteenth 
Amendment. ‘‘ No greater calamity 
“ could befall the wage earners of this 
“ country,” says Justice Van OrspELL, 
“than to have the legislative power 
“to fix wages upheld.” 

Yet the calamity of a minimum wage 
has fallen upon the women wage earn- 
ers of a number of States, and. the 
courts have sustained the law without 
shuddering. If such legislation is 
calamitous, the State Legislatures can 
repeal it. Its wisdom or unwisdom is 
another thing. It is not the province 
of the courts to pronounce upon that. 
*\If the law may establish a minimum 
** wage for women,” continues Judge 
Van Ornspett, “it may establish a 
** maximum wage also. It may exer- 
“cise the same power and establish 
“the wages to be paid men.” That 
doesn’t follow, except as a corollary 
of the Judge’s theory of the political 
and economic parity of men and wo- 
men workers; and the question ‘is 
whether this particular statute is 
valid, not how far future Legislatures 
and Congresses may carry the regu- 
lation of wages.

A NON-EXISTENT MANDATE. 

After the Presidential election of 
1920, Vice President CooLtmpam was 
frank and honest enough to say that 
the immense Republican majority did 
not mean a popular condemnation of 
the League of Nations. As he pointed 
out, too many cross-currents, too 
many issues, both personal and parti- 
san, too many discontents, too many 
grievances, had influenced the voters 
to make it possible to hear one clear 
voice in their expression at the polls. 
If that was true two years ago, it is 
dotibly true as respects yeSterday’s 
elections. What was approved in one 
section was anathema in another. 
Members of the same party sharply 
differed with each other and ran ‘the 
campaign on diverging lines. It was 
the turn of the Republicans to suffer 
from prevailing dissatisfaction, but it 
is impossible to extract from the re-

ernment at Washington as respects 
foreign policy. If anything of the 
kind is to be read into the elections at 
all, it is that the Administration ought 
to leave off being frightened at former 
political ‘manifestations, ought to con- 
sult the best judgment available and 
then look into its own heart and con- 
science to decide, without fear of 
which way the ballots may fall, what 
is for the highest repute and useful- 
ness, as well as for the truest honor 
and dignity, of this nation in its nec- 
essary contacts with the affairs of the 


world.

MEANING OF THE CAR SHORTAGE, 
The largest loadings of railway 
cars and the largest car shortage are 
naturally reported together. At the 
same time, the railways’ earnings are; 
little more than half of the 
“ guarantee ’’’ under the Transporta- 
tion act. But few care how the car 
shortage affects the railways. Many 
care how it affects the public, The 
Federal Reserve Board, in its bulletin 
for November, says that the car 
shortage is ‘‘ an important factor in 
the current industrial sitwation.’’ 
Being interpreted, this means that 
lack of railway cars limits profits 
and wages in all industries. 
Secretary Hoover has stated that 
the 5 per cent. premium on grain for 
export is due to the inability of the 
railways to déliver the grain, and 
that ‘‘this premium does not add to 
“the wealth of the farmer, but is r 
“* direct charge against his just 
“ profit.’’ Moreover, affirms the 
Secretary, the car shortage ‘“* levies 
‘‘'a direct charge each year on both 
‘‘the producer and consumer of tho 
“« necessities of life, which amounts 
“to no less than the entire cost of 
** administering’ the affairs of the 
** Federal Government.’’ President:

SOURCES OF POWER. 

Dr. CHartes P. Stamwmerz, who 
was yesterday a drafted candidate for 
the office of State Engineer and is to- 
day free to continue his researches, 
has spoken most informingly about 
certain problems growing out of the 
two fundamental needs of man— 
materials and the power to transport 
them. The great work which remains 
for the twentieth century, he says, 
is to organize the supply and dis- 
tribution of energy by electricity. 
That power it must find increasingly 
in the ceaseléss water cycle of cloud, 
rain, stream and ocean, and so be 
free of the ‘‘ vagaries of the coal- 
mining industry.’’ When that power 
is fully utilized in the United Statks 
it will be sufficient to ‘‘ operate every 
** industry and engine and locomotive 
“in the land by electricity.” 

This same “‘ electrical wizard’’ 
had discussed, the day before, the 
source of another ‘‘ power ""—a pow- 
er not measurable in watts or volts, 
nor traceable to any finite cycle— 
namely, religion. This, in its varied 
forms and faiths, has been a source 


of mankind. It is very real, though 
beyond the reach of the chemist? or 
biologist, ' between whose science and 
religion, as Dr. Stsrinmerz says, there 
has ‘‘ grown up an increasing antag- 
onism " which ought not to exist, for 
the two are “ different and unrelated 
activities of the human mind.’ Re- 
ligion may not question the findings 
of science. On the other hand, science 
cannot claim to be really final and all- 
embracing. It derives its. conclusions 
ffom limited sense perceptions, which 
also limit the validity of its conclu- 
sions. In other words, science has 
not a monopoly of the sourees of 
power helpful to humanity. 

Science is making life easier and 
more comfortable for hundreds of mil- 
lions by’ utilizing the power that is 
in coal and water, but all this is an 
empty achievement unless it is sup- 
plemented by the power which makes 
for what is called character—decent 
and honest living and upward striv- 
ing. It is this kind of power that 
the world needs just now more than 
the millions of unutilized horsepower 
in the streams. The greatest prob- 
lem of the twentieth century is not, 
after all, the development of the pow- 
er that is in water, but the develop- 
ment of the power. that is in man’s 
spiritual nature. And in this, science 
should help, as all the b in paint- 
ing, sculpture, architecture and music 
have helped. Vice President Coo- 
Lipan, a few days ago, emphasized the 
need of religion, and said that “the 
“ American people are too smart to let 
** such a force die out.” We need pure 
religion even more than white coal 
as @ source of power.

ENGLISH DIVORCE LAWS. 

The .agitation for a reform of the 
laws of divorce in England has been 
much quickened by recent“events. A 
peculiarly hard case came last week 
before the House of Lords. The 
judgment rendered by Lord Bmxkxrn- 
HEAD, sitting as Lord of Appeal, 
stated that the decision involved re- 
fusing relief to a woman “tied for 
“life to a dangerous, violent and 
** homicidal itunatic, after having for 
** many years suffered both in body 
“‘ and in spirit from his unfaithfulness 
** and his cruelty.” The former Lord 
Chancellor added: ‘‘To some this 
“may appear a harsh and even in- 
** humane result, but such, my Lords, 
** is the law of England.” 

Previously another Lord. Chancellor 
who had been assigned to hear divorce 
suits during the Summer term wrote 
a very atrong letter to the press on 
the anomalies and hardships of thé 
existing law of divorce. It bears most 
severely, Lord BUCK MASTER reported, 
upon the poor, among whom the im- 
possibility of securing legal freedom 
from a marriage that has become un- 
endurable leads frequently to deser- 
tion, After narrating several of the 
tragic cases that came. before him, 
Lord Buckmaster said that he agreed 
with those competent authorities who 
had described the English divorce lawa 
as ‘‘ immoral and unjust.” He closed 


‘his letter by asking whether it was 


too much to beg the Government to 
“afford a chance to Parliament to 
cleanse our laws from this disgrace.’’ 
The discussion evoked by Lord 
BuckMASTER’s appeal was largely 
favorable to his view.. But it: was 
inevitable that Lord GH CECIL 
should emerge from his monkish re- 
tirement to uphold the traditional po- 
sition. He wrote that Lord Buck- 
MasTeR did not make it clear whether 
he believed that marriage is a divine 
institution. If he thought it was not, 
why, demanded Lord Huan, “ should 
“he disturb himself whether people 
** are married of unmarried? * Going

Special Cable to Tum Naw York Times, 
LONDON, Nov. 7.—Mr,. Lioyd George, 
Journeying to Stockport to speak on be- 
half of Sir Hamar Greenwood, late Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, at’ Newcastle 
made-a definite promise to stand be- 
hind the Government in whatever steps 
it thought necéssary to safeguard Brit- 
ish interests in’ the Near East, provided 
the flag would not be let down, and in 
one of his most: characteristic Passages 
attacked the very basis of Socialism. He 
received a welcome that left no doubt of 
his extraordinary popularity in the in- 
dustrial districts of Northern England. 
The former Prime Minister began his 
speech by declaring that he had no wish 
to add one grain to the burden of the 
Government, confronted as it was with 
all the difficulties that had resulted 
from the war. He recalled the fact 
that in the six’ years during which he 
had been Prime Minister France and 
Italy each had eight or nine Govern- 
ment heads and Germany more than he 
could estimate, and he went on to pledge 
himself to place the experience he had 
thus gathered at the service of the State 
as long as his health and strength 
were given him. ‘ He could not believe, 
however, that ‘a Government which had 
been “born tired” was best fitted to 
meet the dangers of the moment. Then 
he repeated his warning against. the 
“very resolute,. very determined, very 
pertinacious and capable friends of re- 
action’’ who were among. the new 
Prime Minister’s supporters, and asked

But to compare him with the 
present Government is a false analogy 
which breaks down as soon a8 you ex- 
amine it.” 


Attacks the Socialists. 


Then the former Premier turned to the 
Socialists and said thet they claimed 
practically to abolish private enterprise 
and to substitute national for individual 
property. ‘‘ It is a fatal thing,”’ he de- 
clared, ‘* to the energy, life and prosper- 
ity of the country. It f no use saying 
this is the thing that you will do in an 
ideal world with ideal beings. You 
must take human nature for what it is— 
a rather fine machine on the whole, it 
responds to great impulses when the 
call comes. .Now,’in my sixtieth year, 
and having seen @ good deal of man- 
kind, a> good deal, perhaps, of the tri- 


umphs and much of the disappointments | 


of life, I believe in human nature, and 
its impulses and tts incentives are part 


of the motive power that drives it on to 
better things. Of course every impulse, 
every tendency, every affection, every 
liking and disliking, if it is abused’ be- 
comes a vice. You may say that an in- 
centive is that which makes you feel you 
would like to havea better, more prof- 
itable or more comfortable life. 

‘““You may say. that in its extreme it 
means greed, avarice, cupidity, which 
leads to oppression and even to theft. 
That does not mean the impulse is a bad 
one. It simply means that abus« of it is 
bad. The impulse, after all, which 
makes. for private enterprise, for indi- 
vidual effort, for accumulation of prop- 
erty,.is that which drives men to fru- 
gality, to. thrift, to. health, to sobriety, 
industry, restraint and care. Why 
ghould. all that be-destroyéd ‘and -some- 
thing. substituted for it which ts ‘Inade- 
quaté.to drive the human machine?

States Government has been officially 
informed of the demands of the Turkish 
Natiqnalist’ Government that all war- 
ships passing through the Straits first 
obtain the permission of the Turkish 
authorities. .This information was con- 
tained in a report from Rear Admiral 
Mark L. Bristol, American High Com- 
missioner at’ Constantinople, who also 
gave details of the coup d'état in the 
Turkish capital by which the National- 
ists assumed control.

Officials of the company declared that 
a@ re-check of their - records -made .it 
practically certain that 112 men were 
in the mine when the explosion. took 
place. The total of listéd survivors in- 
cludes six miners who-were in the cage 
when the flood of gas and smoke issued 
from the mouth of the shaft. .The:total 
dead includés the three miners, rescued 
alive, who failed. to ‘regain. conacious- 
ness. The other rescued ages he 4 Te- 
cover, 


Further search of the headings was 
made tonight: Mine officials and réscue 
men realized the possibility that one or 
two men might have entered the mine 
yesterday without reporting to their 
boss. All miners listed as missing have 
been accounted for, however: .- 

Company te Handle Funerals. 

The quiet precision which marked re- 
Moval of the corpses to the morgue was. 
evident tonight as preparationg for the 
funerals got under way. Identified 
bodies were removed from the morgue 
as quickly as they were. claimed, Com- 
pany officials notifed widows and 
‘yelatives' that they would take charge 
of funeral arrangements. if desired, 

A number of bodies will be buried to- 
morrow. Most of the victims were Ro- 
man Catholics and their pastors, who 
figured ‘conspicuously in relfef activi- 
ties, arranged to conduct the lest rites 
ofthe church in two small cemeteries 
where a number of volunteers are dig- 
ging graves tonight. 

Preliminary to an investigation to de- 
termine if possible the cause of the 
explosion, mine experts spent consider- 
able time in the workings today. They 
confirmed declarations previously made 
by company officials that the men who 
escaped from the headings owe their 
lives to the fact that the force of the 
explosion found a double outlet. 

When the gas was lenited. possibly 
by an open lamp, the flame roared 
out through the ‘ah house, while the 
gas and smoke traveled through the 
main heading in the other direction and 
shot. to the aurtacs through the shaft. 
The consequence was that little débris 
was dislodged and miners' who were 
conscious were able to stagger toward 
the fresh alr zone at the sixth head+ 
ing, where they were found by the 
first. reseue party. 


Reported Free of Gas. 


Damage to the mine itself was not 
great, officials announced. They would 
not issue a statement as to the cause 
of the explosion, but. they did say 
that the mihe had been examined and 
reported free of gas seat a -short time 
before the explosion 

Tt ae admitted nice that the casualty 
list would have been much greater had 
the explosion occurred on any week day 
but Monda On other days 200 or more 
men usually reported for work. Some 
miners, for various reasons, do net work 
on Monday.

HOUSE WRECKERS 
ATTACKED BY CROWD 


Hose Turned on Workmen Under | 
Impression They Were About to | 
Demolish Occupied Dwellings. 


Laboring under a misapprehension as 
to the intent of a crew of house-wreck- 
ers working under Samuel Yellen of 47 
Morrell Street, Brooklyn, foreman’ for 
the Central House Wrecking Company, 
a crowd gathered at Heyward Steret, be- 
tween Bedford and Wythe.
